RESOLUTION NO. 22-06

WHEREAS, on January 5, 2022, voted to enact a policy titled “Boone County Mandatory
Vaccination Policy;

WHEREAS, the purpose of that policy was to comply with the Department of Labor's
Occupational Safety and Health Administration’s (OSHA) emergency temporary standard (ETS)
requiring certain employers to have their employees vaccinated or instill certain testing policies for
employees unvaccinated;

WHEREAS, on January 7, 2022, the United State Supreme Court also heard oral arguments
regarding the constitutionality of the OSHA ETS and a ruling has not yet been announced;

WHEREAS, also on January 7, 2022, the Iowa Division of Labor announced that it will not be
adopting the federal standard;

WHEREAS, due to the announcement of the Iowa Division of Labor, the Boone County
Attorney has advised the Board of Supervisors that the penal provisions of the federal OSHA ETS
would no longer apply to Boone County;

WHEREAS, it is now the express intent of the Board of Supervisors to rescind the previously
approved “Boone County Mandatory Vaccination Policy;”

WHEREAS, if it becomes evident that any further action is necessary due to either state or
federal changes of policy or law, the Board of Supervisors will revisit the issue but will take further
action by vote or subsequent resolution;

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: the County hereby rescinds the previously approved “Boone
County Mandatory Vaccination Policy”
